Countless Britain, Belgian and 
Krench soldiers now again are fighting 
in the allied ranks who owe their es- 
cape from Belgium to the activity of 
the band now sentenced, at the head of 
which stood Miss Cavell. 

“With such a situation, 
of the enemy, but the utmost se- 
verity can bring relief, and the gov- 
ernment violates the most elemental 
duty toward the army and its safety 
that does not adopt the strictest meas- 
ures.

“All those convicted were fully cog- 
nizant of the significance of their ac- 
tions. The court went into just this 
point with particular care, and acquit- 
ted several co-defendants only because 
it believed doubt existed regarding the 
cognizance of the punishableness .of 
their actions. Those convicted knew 
what they were doing. Countless pub- 
lic proclamations had declared that sup- 
port of enemy armies would be treated 
with the severest penalties, even that 
the life of traitors would be sacrificed. 

Must Be Ready te Die. 

“lt admit certainly that the 
of those convicted was not unnoble and 
that they acted out of love for the 
fatherland. But in war time one must 
be ready to seal one’s love for the 
fatherland with one’s blood, whether 
one opposes the enemy in. battle or 
whether one commits acts in its inter- 
which justly carry with them the 
death penalty.

Monroe county, was shot and instantly 
killed this afternoon by Henry Harris, 
a negro, said to live at Ceresin, Craw- 
ford county, who had shot two ne- 
groes, Blanton Ralls and Newsom 
Webb. Harris was later killed by Jim 
Abercrombie, farmer, who 
sought to arrest him. 

The trouble occurred Pine Grove 
church, where a negro camp meeting 
was in progress. Webb had drawn a 
pistol on the Ralls negro and when 
the bailiff of the district, 
arrest him, the bailiff was 
the heart and almost in- 

by Henry Harris, the 
cousin. 

He Shoots Two Negroes. 

Harris then shot Kalls and, in the 
excitement, shot Webb. Following this 
the meeting broke up in a fusillade of 
shots, but it is not known whether 
any one else was injured. 

The Harris negro, who is reported to 
have just been. released from the gang 
wheré he had been. serving a term for 
assault, ran away and was located on 
the farm of Jim Abercrombie. 

Armed with a repeating shotgun Mr. 
Abercrombie sought to arrest the ne- 
gro. However, Harris refused to sur- 
render and, with the statement, ‘I 
have already killed one man and don’t 
mind getting another,’ advanced on 
Abercrombie with drawn pistol. 

Abercrombie Kills Black. 

Abercrombie opened fire on the ne- 
gro, who, with blood streaming from 
the buckshot wounds in his face, con- 
tinued to advance on the white man. 
Another shot from Abercrombie’s gun 
Killed the negro.

ualty list for the fortnieht ending Oc- 
11, which shows that the British 
army lost 383 killed, 646 wounded and 
107 missing—a total of 1,136—during 
that period. The proportion of killed 
to wounded is reported higher than of 
late, and losses among 0officers of 
high rank have been severe. 

Major Generals Thessiner and Cap- 
per, two colonels and ten lieutenant 
colonels have been killed or have died 
of wounds, while two brigadier gen- 
erals are reported wounded and one 
missing. 

Losses of officers since the beginning 
of the war total 18,210 of whom 5,559 
have been killed or died of wounds, 
11,115 wounded and 1,536 missing.

Tried to Bribe Police. 

Bot men are held on charges of dis- 
orderly conduct. An additional charge 
gf attempted bribery may be made 
against Fay. He is said to have offered 
a nolice officer $1,000 to release him, 
and made an advance payment of $60 
when the. officer agreed to his pro- 
posal. 

Explosives and survey charts of New 
York harbor are said to have been 
found in their possession. 

The men are declared to have been 
testing a bomb in a small grove when 
apprehended. 

Five steel mines, said by the police 
to belong to the prisoners, later were 
found in a west Hoboken store house. 
Each was packed tm a separate wooden 
case and fitted with an attachment 
which might be fastened to the stern of 
a ship by a wire. Contact with the 
propeller of a ship, it is said, would 
explode the mine.

Until today they 
had done nothing to tend to confirm 
the suspicion of the police that they 
were on the right scent. Late today, 
however, they boarded a trolley car 
and rode to a small grove at the edge 
of Weehawken. The police followed in 
an automobile. When they came upon 
the two men, the police assert, they 
were testing an explosive. Their de- 
tention followed. 

While part of the squad were tax. 
ing the suspects to a stationhouse oth- 
ers went to their room. Only a few 
admissions were gained from the pris- 
oners.

STARVATION STORIES 
DENIED BY GERMANY 


Food Situation Explained in a 
Statement Issued by Direc- 
tion of Chancellor. 


' Berlin, October 24.—(Via London.)— 
i'The food supply situation in Germany, 
|! based on nearly complete 1915 crop re- 
turns, 
'than large enough for coming needs, 1s 
'explained in a statement issued 

Under-Secretary of State Arnold 
'Wahnschaffe, at the instance of Dr. 
ivon Bethmann-Hollweg, the imperial 
chancellor. The under-secretary says: 

“Especially in the foreign press 
| there are appearing statements’ about a 
‘shortage of food, particularly milk, 
' butter and meat in Germamy. They are 
'intended to show to the rest of the 
|world that the starvation plan of our 
| enemies is an accomplished fact; that 
ithe Germans and their cattle are hun- 
ger-stricken, and that Germans want 
speedily to make peace. 

Economie Life Changed, 

“What is true in this? It is true 
importation and seek to starve out the 
peaceful working population. Thereby 
the entire economic life of Germany 
has been changed. Trade _ relations 
have been altered. The old law of sup- 
ply and demand no longer controls the 
market as in peace. 

“Governmental regulations 
placed this law to prevent 
prices for the poor. We have 
many carried over so much from 
old harvest to the new that we are 
compelied to reduce the supply by 
60,000,000 hundredweight, which will be 
fed to the cattle. We can do this be- 
cause We are now assured of the good- 
ness and plenty of our. crop. 

“We had a record potato crop, such as 
Germany, since its foundetion, never 
had. Wehadcounted ona good harvest 
of nearly 900,000,000 hundredweight, but 
actually got 1,200,000,000 hundred- 
weight. In addition we have potatoes 
in excess from occupied _ territory, 
are offered for sale here. We 
do not have to draw on the inland at 
all for feeding our armies. Pork-rais- 
ing has taken an undreamed-of im- 
petus in the last nine months, which 
was aided by the large potato crop. In 
short, we have what we need in abund- 
ance.

Her testimony is that she never knew 
how great was the interest of the unenlight- 
ened masses in the educational opportuni- 
ties offered them “until the doors were open- 
ed and the school-bells.rang for the first 
moonlight schools in America,” where, to 
the surprise of all, 1,200 boys and girls, 
irom 18 to 8&6, were enrolled! 

Mrs. Stewart states that these people 
“had all the excuses and barriers which any 
people might offer,” but that “high hills, 
bridgeless streams, weariness from toil,” did 
not keep them back. ; 

And if no obstacles are too formidable 
for those who need knowledge to overcome, 
how much greater should be our interest 
in their welfare—our efforts to help them! 

Young and old, of both sexes, barred 
from opportunity, thirsting for knowledge, 
appeal to all that is highest and noblest in 
humanity to help. The cry is re-echoed 
from of old: “Come over and help us!” 

And that help is on the way to them, 
and with the co-operation of evéry county 
in the state it will reach them, and lift them 
to the light. ‘ 

Contemplate the picture of old men who 
cannot even spell their way through a 
primer, standing unashamed in line to learn. 

And they have no need to be ashamed— 
for their lack of knowledge was due to their 
environment, and because it was not brought 
to them. 

One such, here in Georgia, who said—to 
quote his own words—that he “did not 


-Jearn to read until he had ‘turned’ 80,” adds, 


gratefully, ““Thank God, I can read my Bible 
and my newspaper for myself now!” 

As with him, so with others whose need 
is just as appealing. What other incentive 
is needed to spur state and county on to 
renewed effort until, county by county can 
attest, with pride, that there is not an 
illiterate adult within its borders! 

It can be done and it will be done, by 
every means within the power of the-people 
—by state help, by local taxation, by indi- 
vidual effort—by self-denial and sacrifice— 
by all which can contribute to the great 
end. 

It is a work to be taken up joyously, 
hopefully, heartfully, giving the best of our 
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intelligence and time, contributing of our 
means to it until illiteracy is stamped out 
by the greatest campaign for the public good 
ever inaugurated in Georgia. 


OUR DEFENSE PROGRAM. 


There is nothing hysterical or radical 
about the program tentatively suggested 
for strengthening .our national defenses, 
and which congress will have before it this 
winter, accompanied by President Wilson’s 
approval, as a basis for action. 

While it has been made to appear that 
the estimates carry $40,000,000 for national 
defense, as a matter of fact it is only sug- 
gested that congress increase the defense 
budget by $140,000,000, a comparatively 
modest sum when we recall there are those 
extremists who are demanding the imme- 
diate expenditure of as much as half a 
billion on army and navy. 

It must be remembered that we are now 
spending $260,000,000 annually on navy and 
army, including maintenance and extension. 
That has not carried us very far, but by 
increasing the army budget $72,000,000, the 
navy budget $68,000,000, as is now proposed, 
we shall, in a few years, have both well 
equipped for any eventuality. 

There would be neither reason nor com- 
mon sense in trying to do it all at once. 
Such an expense as that policy would in- 
volve would deprive us of opportunity for 
needed improvement and advancement in 
other directions, without any necessity 
for it. 

The European war has practically re- 
moved any danger of attack upon us from 
European sources for a good many years to 
come. A conservative but persistent policy 
of defense development will prepare us for 
any possible assault from that direction, 
long before any of the warring nations 
could sufficiently recuperate to attempt it. 
Besides, so far as any question of early at- 
tack is concerned, we can get just as ready 
to meet it within a‘ year on $140,000,000 
as we could on three times that sum. There 
is only so much we can do in certain direc- 
tions, no matter how much money is set 
apart. 

The proposal of two dradnaughts, two 
fast battle cruisers, 25 coast submarines 
and five ocean-going submarines, with the 
usual complement of smaller craft, is an 
ample naval program for the first year. 
We are inclined to think it would be still 
better if one of the dreadnaughts cauld 
be transformed into more submarines for 
coast defense. That, as we conceive it, is 
our chief need. The submarine has lost 
nothing as a defnesive weapone, nor is 
it likely that it will for sometime to come. 

_ The building within six years of an army 
—regular, reserve and national guard—of 
1,200,000 men, we should consider ample 
for any defense this:country could be called 
upon to make. 

Indeed, the proposal both as to army 
and navy reinforcements is apparently a 
most liberal one, considering the present 
necessities of the case and the fact that 
if we are ever called upon to defned our- 
selves against an invader, it is not likely 
to happen for a long time to come, probably 
a@ good many years. 

It must be clearly understood that we 
are not building, nor do we propose to build 
for offensive operations against any na- 
tion; but we do propose to be ready to 
meet and effectively drive back any would- 
be invader, and that is all. To that end 
the proposed program seems a liberally 
ample one. 


ANOTHER RUSSIAN INVASION. 


At the first hint of government restric- 
tion of the liquor traffic in England—when, 
in fact, total prohibition was feared, people 
began to prepare for what seemed the in- 
evitable, by secreting barrels and jugs of 


the stuff in out-of-the-way places; and there | 


was no let up on this until a more liberal 
policy on the part of the government was 
apparent. 

In Russia, when the government placed 
the ban on vodka, it was different: the 
people Knuckled down and the national 
prohibitive law was respected; but it has 
been a long, dry spell there and now— 
enter the “tiger” of the “blind” variety, to 
try chances at whipping the bear around 
the stump. 

The “moonshine” idea of the American 
mountains has penetrated Russia, and it is 
said that government agents are kept preity 
busy trying to suppress it. 

Let us hope that having taken the for- 
ward step Russia will maintain its attitude 
and show to the world that when a whole 
country acts prohibition can be made to 
prohibit.

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HOW GEORGIA IS PROCEEDING — 


TO WIPE OUT ILLITERA i 


Recent news dispatches from different 
parts of the state show an important move- 
ment begun by the state department of edu- 
cation. It is the effort to reach the adult 
illiteracy of Georgia. It is sad to realize 
that there are thousands of white people as 
well as negroes among us who have reached 
adult life and even old age without knowing 
how to read and write. In an effort to help 
these unfortunates State Superintendent M. 
L. Brittain called recently a conference of 
the supervisors who have in charge the 
training of teachers for north, middle and 
south Georgia. These are Miss C. S. Parrish,

that they could give at least two weeks of 
time in the effort to inspire educational) lead- 
ers to eradicate adult illiteracy wherever pos- 
sible. With this end in view the forces of the 
state department communicated with a num- 
ber of counties and where they received the 
promise of co-operation and earnest effort 
the work will be started. Two counties, 
Houston and Tift, through their superin- 
tendents, F. M. Greene and R. F. Kersey, 
and the other educational forces responded 
with enthusiasm and the work in these two 
has practically begun with M. L. Duggan in 
Houston and F. E. Land at Tifton. Newton, 
it is believed, will be the third, and the stdte 
superintendent and supervisors are hoping 
to have two more at an early date. ; 

The Work ef Mra. Cora Wilson Stewart. 

The best work of this type that has ever 
done in the country is that by Mrs. 
Cora Wilson Stewart, superintendent of the 
Rowan county schools, Kentucky. As an 
aid to those who are contemplating help in 
this state the following account from this 
iady will be interesting and helpful: . 

“Tl gathered the teachers of my county 
around me, outlined the plan, called for vol- 
unieer service, and enlisted them heart and 
soul in the cause. 
the teachers observed as a real Labor day, 
ty walking over their districts, explaining 
the plan and announcing the opening, whic: 
was tuo occur the following evening. The 
demani was great; the teachers knew it and 
I knew it, and we confidently expected that 
there would be an average of two or three 
pupils to each teacher, making perhaps 150 
adult pupils in the county; but we never 
knew how great it was until the doors opened 
and the school bells rang for the first moon- 
light schools in America, when twelve hun- 
dred boys and girls, ranging in age from 18 
to 86, came tripping up out of the hollows 
and over the hills, some to receive their first 
lesson in reading and writing, and some to 
improve their limited education. Illiterate 
merchants who had been in business for 
years, ministers who had been attempting 
to lead their flocks along paths of righteous- 
ness, lumbermen who had engaged in com- 
merce without having in their poss@ssion the 
keys of learning which would most success- 
fully unlock its doors, took advantage of the 
opportunity, and actually learned to read and 
write. Mothers came that they might learn 
to write their precious sons and daughters 
in distant lands, fathers came that they 
might learn to read and write sufficiently to 
exercise the divine right of suffrage with 
secrecy and security. They came with dif- 
ferent aims and purposes, but, after all, in- 
spired by the one great aim-—the escape from 


Labor day, September 4, 


>the bondage of ignorance and the stigma of 


illiteracy. Almost one-third of the popula- 
tion of one little county was enrolled, and 
it was a county which contained no greater 
proportion of illiterates than many others in 
the south, both lowland and highland. They 
had all the excuses and barriers which any 


people might offer—high hills, bridgeless 


streams, rugged roads, weariness from the 
day’s hard toil, the shame of beginning to 
study late in life, and all the oghers; but 
they were not seeking excuses—they were 
sincerely and earnestly seeking knowledge. 
Their interest, their zeal and their enthusi- 
asm were wonderful to witness. It was truly 
an inspiring sight to see these aged pupils, 
bending over the desks which their children 
and grandchildren had occupied during the 
day. I have witnessed many degrees of joy 
and pride, but their delight in learning and 
their pride in their achievements exceeded 
any joy that I have ever witnessed. It was 
an inspiring sight to see the patient, noble, 
unselfish young teachers, instructing by 
night as well as by day, and it is an inspir- 
ing thought to remember who these teachers 
were—mountain boys and girls who had se- 
cured an-education, and had gone back to 
elevate their own communities; teachers who 
knew best the peculiarities and limitations 
of their senior pupils, and could best encour- 
age and inspire them along the road of 
learning. They used as a text book a little 
newspaper,. especially prepared for the occa- 
sion, containing simple sentences, concerning 
the movements of people with whom they 
were acquainted, together with such sen- 
tences as would inspire their county pride 
and awaken them to continued effort. The 
object in using this paper was as much to 
save them from the embarrassment of using 
a primer, and to arouse in them the feeling 
of importance in being, from their first les- 
son, a reader, of a newspgper, as for the 
objects already enumerated.” 
The “Moonlight Schools.” 

She writes of the results as follows: 
“We planned rural night schools for o 
adults, known since as ‘moonlight schools, 
because they were conducted on moonligh 
nights. We expected to enroll a straggling 
few, but found how eagerly adults welcome 
an opportunity when 1,200 people came the 
first evening. We taught persons from 18 
to 86 years of age that year, having a two 
weeks’ session,ethen a recess and then an- 
other two weeks’ session. The next year we 
had a six weeks’ session, enrolled 1,600 and 
our oldest student was 87. In these two years 
we taught more than 6,000 people to read 
and write. During the autumn of 1913 we 
made an effort to completely wipe out illit- 
eracy. We enrolled 2,500 persons, taught all 
illiterates in the county but 23, 19 of these 
being ‘impossibles.’ In the meantime, eight 
other counties in Kentucky tried the method 
with success the second year, and twenty- 
five adopted it last year. It was tried in the 
tobacco districts among the tenant class with 
marked success; it was tried in the mining 
camps, and the miners and their families 
embraced the opportunity with eagerness; it 
was tried in isolated farming sections, and 
the farmers and their families came for 
miles and could hardly be driven home from 
school when the hour of dismissal arrived; 
in the mountains, where the movement orig- 
inated, the people crowded to the schools in 
throngs, as many as 125 being enrolled in

The aeroplane was invented by Orville 
and Wilbur Wright in order to give man 
something to die for after the North Pole 
‘had been discovered and the unsafe and in- 
sane Fourth of July had gone out of style. 
Although it is only seven years since the 
first aeroplane flew over a fence, men are 
now falling out of them at a height of 10,000 
feet and are getting $1,500 a day for doing 
it. They are sacrifices to the science of 
aviation and are the first men in history to 
make a good thing financially out of martyr- 
dom. 
It is too early yet to tell whether the 
aeroplane is to be classed as a vehicle, an 
exhibition, a weapon or a means of suicide.

to the fact that part of the necessary equip- 
ment of an aeroplane is a 40-acre field for 
starting and stopping purposes.

Washington, October 24.—Elaborate 
plans for a world-wide campaign for 
trade by the United States are revealed 
in department of commerce expendi- 
ture estimates to be presented to con- 
gress this winter. Through the bu- 
reau of foreign and domestic commerce 
the department proposes to aid Ameri- 
can merchants and manufacturers in 
taking advantage of opportunities now 
before them and in preparing for the 
struggle for trade supremacy that com- 
mercial officials are certain will fol- 
low the European war. 

Reorganization of the staff in Wash- 
ington and an increase to about twice 
its present extent of the foreign com- 
mercial service are contemplated, ac- 
cording statement discussing the 
new estimates, made public today. by 
Dr. E. E. Pratt, chief of the bureau. 
Appropriations will be sought to pro- 
vide for extensive investigations of 
commercial conditions for tariff in- 
Quiries by the cost of production GC:- 
Vision. 

“As a part of the general program of 
*‘preparedness, ”’ said’ Dr. Pratt, “the 
Becretary ot commerce will request 
congress to make a very largely tIn- 
creased appropriation for the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce. Secre- 
tary Redfield believes that commercial 
preparedness should not be overlooked,

to $350,000,000, while the savings bank 
deposits monthly increase was $25,- 
000,000. 


KEEP OUT OF THE WAR, 
SAYS PRESIDENT JORDAN 


New York, October 24.—“‘Keep out 
of the war,” was the subject of an 
address delivered here tonight by David 
Starr Jordan, president of Leland Stan- 
ford university, and a member of the 
League to Enforce reace. 

“The most important thing, perhaps, 
that you and I can work toward is to 
keep out of this war,” Mr. Jordan said. 
“Because when the war is over it will 
have to be settled by agreement by 
the solidifying of international law. 
And we represent law. 

“To ‘be neutral means just one thing, 
that is to be law-abiding, to. stand out 
on law, and if international law is vio- 
lated in a way that concerns us, to pro- 
To protest it does not 
mean that we have to fight, to go into 
a brawl in the dark, but to hold our 
protest until times are reasonable. 

“To fight against a nation that is at 
war is to fight against a madman. It 
is a mater. of no consequence to us 
what kind of letters are sent to us from 
other nations; they are mere scraps of 
paper, written by one man and ‘blue- 
penciled by another, and then finally 
sent to the highest authority, who- 
ever tha. may be. We Know that in 
every nation there are some who want 
to go to extremes, and there are others 
who want to be more moderate. And 
we know that in some nations of Eu- 
rope there is a sharp division between 
those who want to get embroiled with 
the world and those who want to keep 
the respect of the world.” 

Mr. Jordan explained that he would 
not subscribe to the “Peace at any 
price’ propaganda.

ORGANIZED CONSPIRACY 

CHARGED BY GERMANS. 

Amsterdam, October 24.—(Via Lon- 
don.)——The following inspired telegram 
received from Berlin by way of Brus- 
sels, dealing with the execution of 
Miss Cavell, is published here today: 

“Ags the foreign press is discussing 
in an incorrect and exaggerated man- 
ner the execution of the English wom- 
fan, Edith Cavell, for war treason, the 
circumstances in the case according to 
the facts may again be: stated. 

“It was proved after a long tria: of 
the sentenced persons that they for- 
some months past had been engagea 
in assisting Belgians of military age 
to enlist in hostile armies and in en- 
abling French and English deserters 
to escape the country. They had many 
helpers and had organized branches. 

“The governor general repeatedly 
had issued warnings against such ac- 
tivity, pointing out that severe punish- 
ment for such action was unavoidable. 

“The guilty persons were sentenced 
in a public sitting, according to the 
law based on the provisions of the im- 
perial penal code and the _ military 
penal code for war treason and espion- 
age. No special law exists for Bel- 
Zium and no so-called ‘usage of War 
influenced the verdict of the court. 

“The accused, for the most part, ac- 
mitted their guilt and acknowledgec 
that they were aware of the penalty 
they were risking. 

“Miss Cavell was the principal agent 
in the plot to enlist Belgians for the 
allies. With regard to the assertion 
that she, in the course of her profes- 
sion, unselfishly tended other persons, 
it may be pointed out that she earned 
a living by nursing, charging fees 
within the means of rich people only. 

“Women also have been executed in 
France, as was instanced in March last, 
when the German woman, Margarete 
Schmidt, was executed at Nancy, 
France, and May, at Bourges, when the 
German, Optilie Moss, was put to death. 

“The English may remember the cru- 
elties committed by Lord Kitchener 
during the Boer war on women and 
children. 

“Our present enemies do not need to 
protect their armies against a popula- 
tion and a hostile occupied country, nor 
are they ‘under the necessity of pro- 
nouncing or executing such sentences 
for they have occupied so little hostile 
territory.”

KNOX BOOTH PASSES 
IN MEMPHIS HOSPITAL 


Memphis, Tenun., October 24.—Knox 
Booth, former internal revenue agent 
for Tennessee and Alabama, died sud- 
denly at a hospital here today. His 
death was attributed to an acute heart 
affection. D 

Mr. Booth collapsed at a railroad sta- 
tion late last night as he was about 
to boa@c a train for Nashvilie, Tenn. He 
revived, but several nours later again 
coliapsed and died within a few min- 
utes. At the hospital to which he was 
taken Mr. Booth stated that several 
days age he suffered an attack of 
poisoning. This, the attend- 
ing physician stated, probably caused 
the heart attack which resulted in his 


, death. 


Booth was en route from Fort 
Smith, Ark., where he was summoned 
to appear for trial in connection with 
the so-called “moonshine” distillery 
frauds, by which, it was charged, the 
government was defrauded out of ap- 
proximately $383,000 in internal reve- 
nue through the alleged connivance of 
Booth, several other government em- 
ployees and certain distillers. The 
case against Booth was postponed until 
January, but others chargeti with im- 
plication in the frauds pleaded guilty 
early last week and the majority were 
sentenced to prison terms. Booth is 
said to have made statements to de- 
partment of justice agents shortly after 
his removal from office and was, ex- 
pected to appear as a witness for the 
prosecution of his alleged co-conspira- 
tors. 

Mr. Booth was 48 vears old and for a 
number of years had taken an active 
part in political affairs in Tennessee 
and other southern states. His body 
will be taken to Prattsville, Ala., 
burial.

STEEL BUSINESS 1S FAR 
N ADVANCE OF CAPACITY 


Plants Rapidly Being Enlarged 
to Accommodate Big In- 
crease in Orders. 


New York, October 24-—Current 
business in steel is far in excess of ca- 


pacity, though every available furnace, 


mill and foundry is pressed into serv- 
ice and new high output records are 
being established. Plants building are 
being pushed to completion and new 
extensions are being feverishly pro- 
vided. 

Prices of steel and iron products, 
according to steel men, are steadily 
rising. Black sheets, wire products, 
bars, plates, shapes were all put up $2 
per ton during the week. The volume 
of business booked by mills this week 
aggregated nearly 800,000 tons and 
new inquiries were even greater. 

There also were sales of 200,000 tons 
of pig iron for delivery over the first 
and second quarters of 1916. The 
largest steel orders were for shipment 
over the first quarter of next year. 

tailroads during the week placed 
orders for 244,000 tons of rails, for 
6.575 cars, for 88 locomotives and for 
15,000 tons of bridge and structural 
work, requiring in all 825,000 tons of 
steel. 

War munitions orders closed’ called 
for 300,000 tons of steel rounds, bil- 
lets and forgings, half for direct ex- 
port. Wire contracts aggregated 100,-
